An Open Letter 
to Laymen 


by “THE VOICE OF EXPERIENCE ” 


Herein a Veteran Pastor Offers Helpful Hints to Church Members 


TJYEAR LAYMAN: 

Since it has been my sad experi- 
ence to know a few church members 
who were in the habit of having 
“roast preacher” for dinner every Sun- 
day, may I offer some suggested ways 
in which you can help, rather than 
hinder your own pastor toward having 
a better ministry in the future. Un- 
warranted criticism does more harm 


than good. 
First of all, remember that no two 
pastors are alike. Therefore, one 


should not be censured because he 
doesn’t do things in the same manner 
as his predecessor. A  step-mother 
doesn’t relish being constantly re- 
minded of the mother before her; she 
isn't trying to take her place but 
rather is trying to find her own place 
in the home. So God sends some min- 
isters to plant, some to water, others 
to reap, and each has a definite minis- 
try for a definite time. No progress 
will ever be made in a church unless 
the past is forgotten in the goal toward 
which we press for the good of the 
cause as a whole. 

Take every opportunity to show 
your pastor that you love him, by the 
giving of occasional food showers and 
little remembrances on such events as 
his birthday, Christmas, etc. Remem- 
ber that he is continually burdened 
down with your cares. Satan often 
slips in and tries to divide the sheep 
_through means of contention, since he 
knows that “a house divided against 
itself cannot stand.” This situation 
your pastor must cope with, as well as 
disagreements with his board mem- 
bers concerning the progress of the 
work, of which you possibly know 
nothing. Since God’s Word promises 
that “the husbandman that laboureth 
must be first partaker of the fruits” 
(2 Tim. 2:6), your pastor must, at one 
time or another, experience the differ- 
ent testings that you will experience, 
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in order that he will be able to succor 
you when such occasions arise. But 
all this he can do, and does willingly, 
if he knows his people love-him. Re- 
member, you are to go to him with 
your troubles, but he is not to go to 
you, although often when his heart is 
breaking he is tempted to seek your 
sympathy and understanding, except 
that protocol forbids it. 


Your pastor should be the guest at 
all church functions, since he is the 
shepherd of the flock. He should be 
assured that, as a guest, he is not to 
bring anything nor is he to serve in 
any way, except in his capacity as a 
minister. His needs should be taken 
care of first, unless there is an outside 
guest present, at which time your pas- 
tor would take second place. The 
Revelation of St. John refers to your 
pastor as an “angel of the church” 
(2:1; 2:8; 2:18, ete.) If you will rev- 
erence him as God does, you will find 
His blessing resting upon you. Too 
many church members take their pas- 
tors for granted, only truly appreciat- 
ing them after they are gone. If your 
pastor is capably ministering to the 
flock, and has the interest of the 
church at heart, show your love and 
appreciation for his labors by your co- 
operation and prayers, and you will 
keep him a lot longer. 


If your pastor has children, avoid 
judging them too harshly. Remember 
that they never chose the ministry; it 
was not part of their consecration. As 
“preacher's kids,” they don’t have an 
‘opportunity to live a normal life. They 
are set apart in school and elsewhere 
because of their family relationship. 
Rather than criticized, they should be 
encouraged in the same manner you 
encourage other young people in the 
church whom you would not want to 
see drop out of fellowship. Do not 
feel that they will attend church irre- 
gardless of whatever treatment they 


might receive from you, simply be- 
cause they are forced to atend by their 


parents. This may be true up toa 


point, but many a preacher’s boy or 
girl today is away from God and im- 
pervious to the gospel as a result of 
the same unsympathetic and perhaps 
harsh treatment that was accorded 
their parents but, since they were not 
rooted and grounded in the Lord as 
were their mother and father, it af- 

fected them more deeply. 


If your children have tests and 
temptations, your pastors children 
have more. If Satan can cause them 
to fall, their defeat will affect many 
more lives than that of your children. 
That is why they require more than 
average prayer, understanding and as- 
sistance. 


Encourage your pastor often by tell- 
ing him (truthfully, of course) that his 
message has been of help to you. 
Many times, after he has “preached 
his heart out,” he is discouraged, feel- 
ing the sermon was a failure; and 
since Satan is the “accuser of the 
brethren,” he comes along and assures 
him it was. If you, then, tell him you 
received something from the message, 
it will do more for him in that moment 
than anything else. 

During church services, sit in the 
middle section, without always having 
to be asked. If the front seats are not 
already filled when you arrive, occupy 
them first. This will give the appear- 
ance of there being a good attendance, 
congregational singing will sound bet- 
ter, everyone will derive more from 
the meeting due to the closer fellow- 
ship, and it will be easier for your pas- 
tor to deliver the message that God 
has laid upon his heart. Visitors will 
enjoy in a gretaer measure worship- 
ping with you because of this condi- 
tion. 

If your pastor commits an error, in-

HE practice of giving one tenth of 

one’s income to God is known as 
“tithing.” The Lord has honored this 
holy custom of His followers down 
through the centuries, and it is far 
more important than we often realize. 
I believe in tithing because the tithe 
is: 


1. A Scriptural principle. It is not 
a human device for meeting the finan- 
cial needs of the church. The Bible 
says, “The tenth shall be holy unto the 
Lord” (Leviticus 27:32). Jesus ap- 
proved this principle when He said to 
the Pharisees, “Ye pay tithe of mint 
and anise and cummin these 
ought ye to have done” (Matthew 23: 
23). The apostle Paul approved the 
principle of tithing for New Testament 
believers. 


2. A Biblical minimum. It does not 
limit my giving, for it prescribes a 
basis and not a maximum. It places 
no ceiling upon gifts to the Master, 
but helps me to open the door to a 
genuine stewardship. Here is steward- 
ship taking its “first steps.” 

3. A Christian witness. Just as faith- 
ful attendance at the house of God is 
a witness before the community of my 
belief in the church, so the consistent 
giving of the tithe is a testimonial of 
my constant and abiding faith in Jesus 
Christ. 

4. An acknowledgement of divine 
ownership. Thereby do I acknowledge 
that I am not owner, but debtor and 
trustee. God is inalienably Owner of 
all, and I am undeniably the steward 
over my human estate. Tithing is an 
acknowledgement that God is Owner 
of all, just as paying rent is an indica- 
tion of the ownership of another. 


5. A token of consecration. It is my 
indication that I have surrendered all 
and made Him Lord of my life. All 
of my life’s resources I have laid at 
His feet. The tithe is an evidence that 
I have ceased to be a patron and have 
become a partner. 


6. A symbol of devotion. I tithe not 
legally but lovingly. My tithing is not 
due to an external or legal pressure, 
but because of an inner compulsion of 
love and devotion. Love always gives. 
It is as natural for the person who 
loves Christ supremely to give as it is 
for the sun to shine. 


7. A starting point for giving. It is 
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the place of beginnings, and the 
weldge which opens the door to 
larger giving—the “and offerings” be- 
yond the one-tenth. It prepares the 
way for the rich gifts of Mary’s ala- 
baster box of pure spikenard and the 
widow’s mite. 

8. An expression of gratitude. I can- 
not live a successful Christian life 
without gratitude. Tithing and gener- 
ous giving offer expression to this basic 
grace of the Christian life. The tithe 
is one of the many ways of expressing 
my thanks to God for all His goodness 
to me. 

9. An adventure in blessing. It was 
Malachi who gave voice to that in- 
spiring challenge, “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that there 
may be meat in Mine house, and prove 
Me now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it” (Malachi 3:10). 


10. An aid to world evangelization. 
The tithe gives a consistency to my 
support of the Christian conquest. It 
is faithfulness in stewardship and reg- 
ularity in proportionate giving that 


will do the most in the support of the 


program of world missions. Tithing is 
vital to the progress of the Gospel. 
Upon all Christians, therefore, should 
come a sense of the urgency of giving 
of their substance to the Lord. In the 
light of Calvary’s sacrifice, would we 
dare to do less than this?—The Flame.

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Twelve Definitions 


of a Token Gift 


MORE THAN 90% OF OUR CHURCH FAMILIES 
ARE MAKING ONLY TOKEN GIFTS TO THEIR CHURCHES 


1. A token gift is one which represents less than 
$1 per week for every $1000 of annual income of 
the giving family — this is less than one-half the 
tithe. 

2. A token gift isnot made “token” by just the 
size of the gift but by comparison to the financial 
ability of the giver to give — by the need of the 
giver to give. 

8. A token gift is not just one that is small in 
amount. It is even more likely that the family with 
the greater giving ability is making a token gift in 
an amount that may seem large when compared 
to some real gifts. 

4. A token gift is not a gift because ‘‘to give” is 
defined as “to bestow freely without return.” 
Therefore, a contribution to a church which is only 
large enough to cover the giver’s proportionate 


first, with the degree of interest dependent upon the 
proportion of the treasure as explained in the 
parable about the widow’s mite. 

8. A token gift cannot be considered-as a posi- 
tive spiritual action, therefore it must carry with 
it either a neutral or a negative spiritual reaction. 
When confronted with a requirement for action, a 
token giver cannot be expected to take a positive 
action. 

9. A token gift is worse than no gift because: 

A. it tempts others to make token gifts to the 
church. ; 

B. it helps the church enough (only financially) 
to conceal the requiremient for better than 
token gifts from others. 

GC. it soothes the conscience of the giver. 

D. it avoids, or at least postpones the day of de- 
cision for, true Christian action. 


$HOULD I TITHE ? 


To tithe or not to tithe—that is 
what multitudes of church peo- 
ple think. In answering this per- 
plexing question, it might help to 
state the fact that almost all 
Protestant communions believe 
in and teach tithing. 

It is not promoted as a legalis- 
tic requirement or as a money 
scheme. It is recognized as a 
systematic, proportionate princi- 
ple which enriches the spiritual 
life of all who readily accept it 
as a principle of discharging 
their obligations to God. 

No major Protestant group 
makes tithing a requirement for 
membership. Rather, it is taught 
as a principle of religious devo- 
tion, a sensible way of thanking 
God for His physical and spirit- 
ual blessings. Tithing is not to 
be looked upon as a despised tax 
to be avoided if possible, or paid 
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own spiritual life. Christ said “where your treasure 
is, there your heart will be also.” He put treasure

Twentieth Century Macedonian Call 


by Floyd Thomas as told by Nick Tounger | 


Upon entering the country of 
Greece, the Apostle Paul found on all 
sides a great spiritual hunger. In 
Athens among the altars to their gods, 
he found an altar to “an unknown 
god” and marveled at their intense 
desire to know the Lord. 

After two thousand years, we find 
this same spiritual yearning, this same 
longing for the Word of God. We 
have found the Greek people all over 
the world to be possessed by this 
same quest. From our experience in 
this country, during our long ministry 
among our countrymen, we have been 
confronted by this outreach for God. 
It has been this great need that impels 
us to bring them the gospel—the only 
power for the salvation of sinners. 

Even as in apostolic days, wher- 
ever our missionaries and national 
workers preach the same good news 
that Paul preached, scores of people 
show their desire to follow our Lord. 
The failure to establish churches and 
schools in Greete is not the lack of 
interest, but the lack of funds. 

In the last 80 to 40 years the Greeks 
have been responding to the Evange- 
lical appeal. And more recently, they 
have been responding in a wonderful 


way to the Pentecostal message, . 

This is the testimony of a well- 
known Pentecostal leader who re- 
cently sojourned in Greece, calling | 
upon persons in government, business- 
men and professional men. He was 
amazed at the eager response to the 
full gospel. If protocol would permit 
us to mention one most highly-placed 
individual in the Greek government, 
and tell you of the anxious longing ex- 
pressed for the fulness of the Spirit, 
you would be rejoicing, but might find 
it difficult to believe with what open- 
ness of heart the message of Pentecost 
was received. i 

Some time before, we had the priv- | 
ilege to meet the head of the Greek 
nation. Our conversation was so cor- 
dial it made me feel that I was in the 
circle of the born again (actually, in 
the Greek, “born-from-above”) Pente- 
costal brethren. 

During a recent trip throughout the 
United States, Sister Mary Orphan 
Metaxatos related stories that made 
one feel he was living back in the 
time of St. Paul during his missionary 
journeys. It is commonplace for peo- 
ple to walk six or seven miles to

church in snow, rain or other inclem- 
ent weather. Our young people are 
so impelled to witness for God that at 
times they defy the civil-laws to give 
their testimony. 


Ninety thousand tracts were distrib- 
uted last year by a blind brother in 
Athens to whom we pledge a little 
support. Because he is blind he is not 
prosecuted by the officials. His basic 
tactic is to wait on a street corner for 
someone to come along and help him 
across. As soon as they reach the other 
side of the street he takes out his 
Bible and asks the person if he would 
kindly be of further assistance. “I’m 
blind. Won't you read me some verses 
from this Holy Bible?” This is another 
way he gets to witness for the Lord. 
Many stories could be related, but 
lack of space prevents us from doing 
sO. 

It seems that the devout nature of 
the Greeks can be seen in many ways. 
Reverend Nick Tounger recently had 
occasion to meet a Greek sailing ves- 
sel in the port of San Francisco, to- 
gether with some of his church mem- 
bers. They offered Bibles to the crew 
and officers. These were received 
with great appreciation and thanks. 
Half of the crew members (all those 
off duty) came to the services the 
next day at the Greek Assembly of 
God in San Francisco, and they ac- 
cepted Christ. We are praying for 
their firm establishment in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Charalambos Tselendis, a Greek Or- 
thodox priest who attended Brother 
Toungers church accepted the 
good news. A few years ago, Father 
Petropoulou of the Holy Trinity 
Church in the same city came to the 
meeting. After the service he was so 
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delighted with the prevailing Spirit 
and the life of our Christians, he said, 
“This is what the gospel does.” He 
wanted to have that in his church, too. 
So he invited Brother Tounger to 
come to his church and start a Sunday 
school. 


Pastor Tounger took about 20 young 
people to the Greek Orthodox church 
with Sister Sophie Tounger as their 
teacher and started a Sunday school. 
It was a most impressive sight to see 
the Orthodox folks. As Sister Sophie 
began to expound the lesson, from all 
over the church people filed into the 
corridors and expressed amazement at 
the wonderful teaching that was going 
on. They thought she was an Ortho- 
dox and remarked as to how wonder- 
fully the Word was being taught. 
Soon she was recognized, however, as 
the wife of the Assembly of God pas- 
tor and some members expressed dis- 
pleasure with this arrangement. The 
next day Father Petropoulou_tele- 
phoned Brother Tounger to say, “Nick, 
I would love to have you, but they 
brought pressure on me to abandon 
the project.” 


Even as in the days of the apostles, 
the Greeks are still longing for God. 
By nature they are a very religious 
people. We must not fail the Greek 
people in their desire to see Jesus, 
since it was through them we received 
the New Testament in the first place. 
They are sending us the Twentieth 
Century Macedonian call. How will 
you and I respond to this call?
